WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


There has come a lull in the canned food market the 
cause of which seems to puzzle the traders. Business in 
both spots and futures has been quiet and the market 
shows absolutely no changes in prices. One large trader, 
and who is in.close touch with the packers as well as the 
buyers, described it as hesitation on the part of buyers. 
This hesitation may be said to have arisen from the sale of 
future tomatoes. There had been a tremendous rush by 
buyers to cover on this article up to about ten days ago 
and it is said there have been more futures sold and 
accepted than in any year before recorded, but since then 
there has been a falling off. This should not have been 
surprising, that is that there should be a slackening off in 
future trading, because such a pace could not be kept up 
indefinitely, but with the ending of this rush came an 
apparent doubt as to-the spot market on tomatoes, and 
reports have-Been flying thick and fast of blocks of goods 
here and there held by packers. 

We do not seriously regard these rumors of blocks of 
tomatoes held by canners, for of course there are some who 
have a few goods yet on hand and are holding them, but 


the holders are extremely scarce and the amounts they 


have comparatively smail. We are inclined to agree with 
the predictions along this line and that is that the tomato 
market will be entirely bare before new goods can possibly 
come upon it. There seems to be every indication of this 
for the best consuming months of the entire year are yet 
ahead of us. Some reports of lower prices on spot stocks 
have been made, but these have evidently emanated frqm 
interested parties who are anxious to see the market

at the prices they mention. The market is $1.25 as bottom 
at factory and ranges from that figure up to $1.30 and 
some holding even higher. 

In corn there is nothing.new to report. Trading is 
very slow, not keeping up to expectations by any means, 
and in this sense is puzzling to all, canners and jobbers 
alike. Last season witnessed one of the greatest mistakes 
ever made in this article, and the market has not recovered 
from it as yet. It is to be hoped the operators will not 
soon forget it and never repeat it. Good corn is today 
scarce in packers’ hands and might be bringing fancy 
prices but for this condition. This poor corn has not only 
broken the market for all corn, but has caused a slowing 
down on consumption that is even worse. The market bas 
been loaded down with an article that the people do not 
want, and jobbers and grocers refuse to buy further until 
this is off their hands. Just how long it will be before this 
condition is remedied is hard to say but the jobbers are en- 
deavoring to persuade retailers to make special drives on 
corn and thus clear the shelves and so help restore con- 
sumption to its normal condition. 

In peas there is nothing new to report, with no changes 
in market prices and demand only moderate. It is ex- 
pected that demand will soon take on added life in this 
article, as the spring seems to be steadily and certainly 
approaching, and this time of the year always a with 
it a good consumption of peas. 

With the opening of the rivers and bay oyster canning 
has again opened up, but is going very slowly as yet.

The dredging season ends on March 15, and it is upon the 
dredgers that the cannets have to depend for their sup- 
plies; but it is now said the Legislature will extend the 
dredging season this year to April 1st, so as to make up 
for the loss of time due to the long freeze up. The year 
has been an unprecedented one in this respect, for the 
creeks and bay have been frozen over solid for nearly two 
months, and the wonder is that they have been able to 
keep the market supplied at all with fresh oysters. As we 
have before said the canners had to shut down completely, 
and now they are puzzled to know how to get up sufficient 
oysters to fill their most pressing requirements. Cove 
oysters should be good stock, and may be expected to end 
higher. 


The law prohibiting women of the State of Maryland 
from working more than ten hours per day and under 
which the canners fought for exemption, has gotten so far 
along that it may be considered as passed, and the exemp- 
tion of the canuers it is expected will be allowed. 
As we go to press this seems to be the attitude 
of the Legislature, and it is confidently expected 
the bill will become a law with these conditions. The 
Baltimore City delegation of canners have put up a brave 
fight for their rights in this, and the entire State recog- 
nizes the justness of their claims. The canners are not 
more anxious to work the women over ten hours than are 
the advocates of the bill to prevent them, but there are 
periods every year in the active season when they are com- 
pelled to do so, and the women are willing to do so, in 
order to make the extra money. 


With the opening of March here, contracting for 
acreage will take on new life and we will begin to find out 
what the growers are going to demand and receive for 
their crops this coming season. We may expect to see 
many of the growers refuse to contract, preferring to take 
chances on the open market in season, and at this packers 
should not be alarmed, because if they will remember a 
number of such growers, notably in Delaware, a few years 
ago did this and were lucky to get 5c. per basket for their 
t »matoes during the glut. If the growers remember this 
there will be no trouble and they probably will. 

In cans and canners’ metals there is nothing new to 
report, the supply men being as busy as they care to be 
taking orders.

Market Conditions. . 


Reported Each Week by our Special Correspondent. 


Changes and Outlook. 


New York, February 28, 1912. 

The Market.—Taken as a whole, the market is rather 
inactive. Sales are made, of course, but principally in a 
small way. Buyers are not anxious about their supplies, 
while sellers are not especially desirous of disposing of their 
goods excepting at full outside prices. The effect is that 
_ there is comparatively little stirring outside of the mere 
- routine of satisfying daily requirements. Conditions do 
not vary.much from what was reported last week, though 
here and there a dealer says he has had increased business. 
In the main the situation is considered promising and most 
holders are confident that there will be improved trade in 
all departments as soon as warm weather really comes. 
The cold and unfavorable weather of the past two months 
has had influence upon practically all lines of trade and 
canned foods have suffered along with the rest. It is 
hoped that with the advent of the first spring month there 
will be improvement. 

Tomatoes.-—According to the views of most experts, 
the “Southern situation remains practically unchanged, 
though there are some who believe both spot and future 
goods are weaker. They base their belief upon freer offer- 
ings at 85c. regular terms f.o.b. factory, while No. 2s are 
offered at 65c. regular terms. The slack demand from 
buyers in and about New York is considered the real reason 
for this. It is thought that holders are attempting to stim- 
ulate trade. Demand from elsewhere through the country 
is very..much mote active and sales‘are normal. The free 
offerings from country packers to this market is supposed 
to indicate that the free buying for other sections does not 
offset the lack of demand from here. Baltimore packers 
are not trying to force buying, and are a trifle timid regard- 
ing government regulations as to what they can pack, the 


hours of labor and the demands of growers for raw stock. 


Future No. ros have not been moving at the inside quota- 
tion of $2.50 and some packers have expressed a willing- 
ness to shade this figure 5c. to get business, but buyers 
show little inclination to take hold even at $2.45. Spot 
goods are all dull and sales are made in small lots only. 
Retailers seem well supplied and show little desire to 
increase their holdings. 

Corn.—The market is rather slow, though occasionally 
a buyer comes in and really does business. Such rare birds 
are eagerly welcomed and they can have the pick of ‘the 
market. Prices are, perhaps, somewhat normal, though 
the old quotations are supposed to rule. Grocery trade 
papers are urging retail grocers to make a special effort to 
push corn, pointing out that it is cheap and that sales can 
be made profitable by special offers. What effect this will 
have upon the business as a whole, cannot be said.~ But 
undoubtedly there will be some good from it. 

Peas.—The supply for present and future delivery is 
light and holders are firm in their views. Sales have been 
made at old values, but there is little disposition to utge 
stock upon purchasers at any price. It is believed that 
the supply will be insufficient to satisfy the requirements. 

Beans.—Not much movement is reported and prices 
are held closely up to full quotations. Sales are made in a 
more or less desultory way, but there are no big operations, 
Conditions do not favor them and business suffers to some 
extent because of this fact. 

Asparagus.—Opening prices on California futures are 
expected in a few days. Because of the close clean-up of 
the stocks in hand, higher quotations are confidently antis- 
ipated. On the other hand, reports from California have 
pointed out that the supply will be larger than ever before

and many buyers expect lower values than last year. Spot 
stocks are firm under light holdings and comparatively 
small offerings. The spring movement is expected to de- 
velop a larger demand with, perhaps, some improvement in 
the local situation. 

Feruits.—Trade is slow in all lines, while stocks of all 
varieties are low. Prices are, therefore, firmly held and no 
one shows any inclination to concede anything for the en- 
couragement of trade. Apparently the present quotations 
will rule for some time to come, if, indeed, they are 
changed at all, excepting to go higher. 

Salmon.—The spot market is firm, though demand is 
light. Holders look for better prices when movement 
for spring consumption begins. For the present the situa- 
tion appears to be substantially as it has been for some 
weeks. Conditions are, all things considered, quite as 
promising as ever, though it is said that buyers have not 
devoted the attention to the trade which was expected 
earlier. Nearly all holders are confident of improvement 
in the near future. 

Sardines.—The market is steady, with practically 
nothing to indicate that any change is made. There is a 
feeling among the, trade that reduced prices will follow the 
spring movement. It is pointed out that holdings in cer- 
tain quarters are large and that it will be difficult to dis- 
pose of them at present range of values. 

Lobster.—Future stock is higher than for some 
years, but even though this is true there has been sufficient 
demand so that packers have already sold up to their 
limit. Most of them refusing further orders. Lobster 
has been a luxury for sometime, but notwithstanding this 
the demand has far exceeded the supply for years. There 
seems to be no decrease in demand, nor is there much in- 
crease in the supply. 

Oysters.—The market is strong, with a disposition to 
advance, owing to the short supplies resulting from the 
cold winter. If the Maryland legislature allows dredging 
two or three weeks beyond the present legal limit it will 
help supply the deficiency, but unless something like that 
is done the trade will pay much higher prices for their 
stock than usual. Hupson.

As Brokers View the Market 


The Following Opinions from Large Handlers of Canned Foods, as regards Selling 


and Buying, will be Found Interesting to All Concerned. 


TOMATOES. 
Thos. J. Meehan & Co., February 24. 

Truly, the tomato canner has fallen upon evil days. Now 
comes the Maryland Legislature with a bill to limit the hours 
for women working in canneries to 10 hours per day, which 
during the past week developed unlooked for strength. If it 
should become a law it will, undoubtedly, increase the cost of 
canning materially. With the recent ruling of the Government 
that the cans must be packed chock full of tomatoes with no 
added water, and the strike of farmers for higher prices for the 
1912 crop, the canners, to use the vernacular, are up against it 
for fair. The familiar axiom that there is never a loss without 
a compensation may work out in this instance, but it is very 
difficult to see where the compensation is coming from in this 
matter. The report of the house committee in charge of that 
bill will not be made for a week or more. Meantime, the big 
canners in Baltimore are unwilling to make firm prices on their 
brands of tomatoes for future delivery until they feel reasonably 
safe to do so. The canners located at country points, however, 
are willing to take a chance on orders ranging from one to four 
or five carloads at the current prices, but they are not seeking 
any big business. The buying of futures was fully as large this 
week as it was in any previous week, and the outlook is excellent 
for a big, broad market. Every market is liable, of course, to 
reactions from time to time, but it will require something en- 
tirely unanticipated at this time .to cause any lower prices for

if then. 

Spot tomatoes were quite strong during the week, and were 
fairly active at the prevailing quotations, the milder tempe- 
raure making it safe to ship without much risk of freezing 
before reaching the destination. Purchases at today’s prices 
look safe for the jobber. 


Wiiliam Silver & Co., February 22: 

There has been a fair demand for Future Standard Toma- 
toes since our last writing on the basis of 87% cents for 3s, 
67% cents for 2s and $2.50 for 10s, f. o. b., for established brands. 


A great many bids were received on 3s and 2s at 85 and 65 
cents respectively, and were promptly declined until things 
assumed a more settled condition regarding prices on raw stock, 
labor and other matters which would affect the packers’ inter- 
est, but the more conservative prefer to await further develop- 
ments as conditions are still most unsettled, 


Spot market firm but quiet. It is early yet, and a long 
time before next packing season and those who want to re- 
plenish their stock would do well to cover now. 


CORN. 
Wiiliam Silver & Co., February 22: 

On the better grades and varieties of Future Corn job- 
bers have shown little hesitancy in covering their usual re- 
quirements at opening prices, but on the cheaper grades the 
market has been less active. 


There has been a good deal of Fancy Corn sold, and those 
who are holding off might better cover now at present prices 
than wait. 

There has been an improvement in the demand for corn for 
prompt shipment, orders coming in for small lots freely this 
week, and among our own people we find that stocks are there- 
fore being depleted. 

Without doubt, a great amount of corn will be consumed 
this year as a “Leader” and the one 10-cent staple article. 

SUNDRIES. 
Thos. J. Meehan & Co., February 24: 

String beans and sweet potatoes were the two active articles 
in the line of vegetables this week, and they look like advancing. 
Peas are being picked up in small quantities and the supply 
of them here is remarkably small. For the other vegetables 
there was only the usual daily run of small orders, apparently 
to piece out broken stocks. Low-priced spot corn is being grad- 
ually absorbed, also. 

Comment about the small stocks of canned apples held in 
this market attracts attention to that article, and, in conse- 
quence, numerous small orders for them are coming in. Look 
after them if you will need any for the spring trade. The stocks 
of pineapples left unsold here are so small that any three or 
four of the largest jobbers of that article could, without much 
effort, handle what is left of it before the next canning season 
rolls around. The same conditions prevail in regard to canned 
fruits of nearly all kinds. 


The ice embargo in the Chesapeake Bay and its tributaries 


has been raised, at last, but the season for canning Cove oysters 
is now so short that the Maryland Legislature is being appealed 


to to lengthen the season for catching oysters for a couple 
weeks, to give the canners a chance to accumulate some stocks

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The California Market 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by our Special 


Correspondent for the past week. 


San Francisco, Cal., Feb, 24, 1912. 
The Weather—The season of the year is now at hand 
when California canners commence to watch weather condi- 
tions very closely, for it is during the months of March and 
April that crops are either made or destroyed. Just now the 


outlook is not as promising as it might be, as a very unusual: 


winter has been experienced to date and the rainfall is far be- 
low normal. In Southern California the situation is becoming 
serious and considerable damage to crops has already been done 
there. In the San Joaquin Valley the rainfall has been heavier 
than in the Southern part of the State, but is less than three 
inches, and is only about one-third of the normal. In the 
Northern sections of the State the rainfall has been heavier, but 
in no place has there been one-half of the normal. precipitation. 
But very little snow has fallen in the mountains, there being 
but two feet at the summit of the Sierras, instead of a normal 
of nine or ten feet. The fruit industry is not being seriously 
affected by the drought and a dry year Would not mean a serious 
loss, as in most sections the ground is well supplied with mois- 
ture, due to the heavy rainfall of last year, but rain is neces- 
sary for the growing of berries and vegetables, especially in 
the Coast sections where irrigation is not practiced. The season 
to date is the dryest that has been experienced since 1903, but 
in that year a heavy rainfall occurred late in February and ex- 
tended into March with the result that crops were heavy. Ex- 
tremely warm weather has been prevailing of late, and some 
varieties of fruit trees and berries are in bloom. Other crops 
are well advanced, and the outlook is that the canning season 
will open early this year. 

Asparagus—With the opening of the asparagus canning 
season only a few weeks away packers are making strenuous 
efforts to get rid of all old stocks on hands, and are advising 
brokers to push the sale of this article whereever possible. No 
reductions have been made in price, but the same figures are 


ruling that were quoted eight months ago, this being one of 
the very few articles in the canned food line that has remained 
stationary in price since the close of the packing season. With 
but little snow in the mountains to be melted there is practically 
no danger from heavy floods this season, and a full pack is prac- 
tically assurred. 

Future Tomatoes—Quite a number of large orders have been 
accepted by certain packers here for future tomatoes, but prac- 
tically all of these have been for goods that will be shipped 
outside of the territory usually covered by California tomdto 
canners. Some early sales were made on the basis of 75c for 
No. 2% Standards, but no more are being sold at this rate, 
and even 80c is being refused by some. Most of the local pack- 


ers prefer to wait until crop conditions are more settled before 
disposing of futures. 


Canned Peas—lIf sufficient seed could have been secured a 
large acreage would have been devoted to peas this season, but 
as it is the acreage will be but a normal one. Considerable 
interest is being taken in the possibilities of successful pea 
culture in the northern part of the State, and C. H. Van Dur- 
son, manager of the Loleta interests of Libby, McNeil & Libby, 
is distributing seed to the ranchers near Fortuna, and when 
the crop is ready for harvesting will make a test of them for can- 
ning purposes. Most of the peas canned in the State now come 
from the Oakdale district. As regards the market it may be 
said that buyers here have purchased heavily of futures and 
have taken not only all they could get from Eastern packers, 
but have absorbed all that the local packers would offer. 

Lobster and Crabs—Canned crab is now a very scarce ar- 
ticle in the local market, and it is practically impossible to 
secure stocks of the lower grades. Prices are now at a high 
level, from $12.50 to $14 per case being demanded. Lobster is 
also scarce, and prices promise to be high for 1912 delivery. 


Shrimps are in fair supply and prices are quite low, but an ad- 
vance is predicted.

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Pineapple a Good Seller—From the inquiries being received 
by the distributors of Hawaiian canned pineapple it would seem 
that in all probability the 1912 pack would be disposed of long 
before deliveries could be made. New fields will come into bear- 
ing this year, and the pack will be larger than in 1911, but the 
demand is sufficient to care for all that can be put up and at 
high prices. According to Dr. E. F. Wilcox, director of the 
Federal Hawaiian Agricultural Station at Honolulu pineapple 
now stands second among all canned fruits in the United States 
in amount packed, peaches being in the lead. It is his predic- 
tion that the Hawaiian pineapple pack will be doubled within 
the next three years. 

Coast News Notes—The Califorrfiia Fruit Canners’ Associa- 
tion is making some additions to the mechanical equipment of 
the Santa Rosa cannery in anticipation of an early packing 
season. 

- The Hawaiian Pineapple Company, which maintains offices 
at 112 Market street, San Francisco, is planning to award a 
contract shortly for the erection of a concrete cannery build- 
ing on its property at Honolulu. 

Hunt Bros. Company of San Francisco has purchased a 
warehouse building at Exeter, Cal., and will convert this into a 
fruit cannery in time for the 1912 packing season. 

The Pioneer Condensed Milk Company is preparing to erect 
a branch factory at Eureka, Cal., L. F. Fuller, representing the 


company, having been at the place recently making the neces- 
sary arrangements. 


The Pacific American Fisheries Company has completed 
arrangements for the starting up of its big can factory at Bell- 


ingham, Wash., about the first of. March. This is slightly earlier 
than the usual opening date. 


A farmers’ co-operative pineapple cannery is being planned 
for Maui by homesteaders, according to Supt. S. T. Starratt, of 


the territorial marketing division, the new pineapple fields being 
located near Haiku on Maui, T. H. 


PREFERS BALTIMORE. 


To buy thousands of dollars’ worth of machinery and canning 
equipment, which he says he can get much cheaper here because 
of the low freight rates, Frederick S. Gray, general manager of 
the Florida Consolidated Canning Company, of Jacksonville, is 
in Baltimore looking over the field. 

“Though this is my first visit here, I have heard many good 
things said of your town,” said Mr. Gray, at the Rennert. “Bal- 


timore, from what I learn, is a prolific field for canning machin- 
ery and equipment. 


“It’s simply a business proposition with me. If I can buy 
the machinery I want it will mean a saving of money to my firm, 
and other orders for more machinery from Baltimore. 

“We are now planning a chain of 20 factories throughout 


Florida, with headquarters in Jacksonville. That means that the 
purchases here will be large. 


“Heretofore, the company has been buying its machinery 
and equipment in Chicago, but freigh rates from that city to 
Jacksonville are 45 cents a hundred weight, while from Balti- 
more it is 20 cents. That, in itself, is a big item. 

“T expect to stay in Baltimore until Friday, which by that 
time I will have completed my purchases.”

Special Correspondence from the Windy City. News of the past week. 


CuHIcaGo, February 28, 1912. 

The Weather.— We have had a return of cold weather, 
but not such severe weather as during the last of January, 
and the first half of February. Shipments of canned foods 
have not been retarded greatly and distribution is 
increasing. 

Canned Tomatoes.—There are none in first hands in 
the West. Ohio has entirely sold out and there is only 
one first hand holder in Indiana of spot stock and his 
holdings are melting away rapidly on a basis of $1.25 to 
$1.2734 f.0.b. cannery. There are some standard No. 3 
tomatoes in watehouse Chicago, held for account of eastern 
owners, but they are held for $1.50 per dozen. 

Wholesale grocers will not sell canned tomatoes in a 
large way, as they do not know from where to replace 
them, and realize that they are going to need every case 
they have for their spring trade. 

There is but little jobbing inquiry for tomatoes yet, as 
wholesale grocers generally are carrying good heavy stocks, 
but that state of affairs will soon change. We have five 
months yet during which people must buy canned tomatoes 
and the supply is away short of the demand. Unless— 
mind me—speculators have seqgestered some big blocks and 
are holding them for higher prices. That is hardly possi- 
ble, however, as the statistics of the pack were reliably 
collected and show that the output for 1911 was about 
one-third less than the normal consumption per annum. 

Of course the advance in the retail price may have the 
effect to curtail consumption to some extent, but retailers 
report that it has not perceptibly done so yet. 

Canned Corn.—The situation is improving some in 
canned corn and the ‘‘near standard’’ lots which have been 
urged upon the market for sometime are pretty well sold 
out. The higher and better grades of corn are not in 
demand and the improvement in values seems to be coming 
from the bottom upward rather than from the top 
downward. 

‘‘Near standard’’ western or ‘‘alleged’’ standard 
canned corn which two weeks ago sold at 55c. Chicago, 
can not now be bought for less than 60c. Chicago, while 
fancy Maine corn can be bought here for $1 00, the same 
price that has prevailed for several months. 


Several of the big buyers are quietly taking in all the 
best of the cheap lots of near standard corn and it looks as 
if something would begin to happen to the canned corn 
market before long. 

Canned Peas.—Spot offerings are almost entirely 
from second hands and no price can be reliably quoted. 
Futures are also nominal as packers cannot be found who 
will take on any more contracts except at their own price 
and on their own terms as to assortment, delivery, etc. 

Canned Salmon.—Thisjarticle is very dull and quiet 
in all grades and styles, and the effect of the high prices 
on consumption is now beginning to be realized. 

American Sardines.—These goods are unchanged 
and are about the same price as when the season opened. 
Stocks in Chicago are ample for the present and sardines 
can be bought in Chicago cheaper than they can be bought 
from the factories. 

Canned Apples.—The market is cursed and overload- 
ed with a lot of low grade stuff packed by people who did 
uot know how. This stuff can not be sold at any price, 
while strictly fancy apples in No. 10 cans are hard to find 
and are wanted. 

The average quality of New York packed No. 10 
apples has been poorer this year than usual for some reason, 
very little of it will grade fancy, the same may, however, 
be said of Michigan packed apples. 

General Conditions.—Activity in the canned foods 
line has not yet arrived. The weather continues unfavora- 
ble for shipping, but indications of the approach of active 
conditions are observed. 

The high price of canned foods—peas, salmon, toma- 
toes—unquestionably have to a certain extent restricted 
consumption and retarded distribution. That reason, 
however, does not apply to canned corn which has not 
advanced and which continues to be inactive. 

The political interest is unimportant and people don’t 
seem to care much as to who is elected president. But 
little neglect of business can be charged to politics. 

The old standby excuse of the unrest and lack of con- 
fidence on the part of the money interests and financial 
powers is pleaded by some as an excuse for quiet condi- 
tions, but after all the prices are really, in the general 
opinion, the cause of restricted sale. 

In fact wholesale grocers generally are not complain- 
ing seriously about trade and seem to be content to accept 
business conditions as fairly satisfactory. WRANGLER.

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“The Fertility Problem As It Interests The Canner” 
An Address delivered before the Canners’ Association 
By Prof. HENRY G. BELL 


Agronomist of The National Fertilizer Association 


Pure food is a question of not only timely but essential in- 
terest. The maintenance and efficiency of the human race are 
dependent upon the quantity and quality of food available for 
daily use. The American nation with its varied conditions of 
life is undergoing daily changes. The census-takers tell us that 
in 1890 every third citizen of this nation was found residing in 
town or city. A decade later a comparison of similar list of 
figures reveals the fact that nearly every other citizen is a resi- 
dent of municipality. Within the last decade the rural popula- 
tion of this country has increased 11.1, while the urban popu- 
lation has increased at the rate of 34.9 population, or nearly 
three times as fast. Political economists tell us that figures 
are significant of the fact that this is an age of a movement 
toward the cities or towns; that the tendency is for the land 
owner to reside in town and to operate his land by labor directed 
by managers. We hear so much at the present time about the 
movement back to the farm that we are almost led to contra- 


dict the above statement of the economists’, yet when the last 
word is said, statistics are in his favor. 


Now, of what interest are these dry statistics to this au- 
dience of manufacturers? First of all, this large growth of 
urban population means that a proportionately enormous amount 
of food must be applied daily to these municipalities. One does 
not readily conceive the gravity of this situation. A little over 
three decades ago the farmers surrounding Chicago hauled their 
grain and farm produce to this city on cart and sled, and sup-

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plied the trade largely by means of a house-to-house trucking. 
The city experienced a prodigious increase in population, which 
enormous increase brought with it great economic problems. 
The farmer peddling his meat or vegetables was totally inade- 
quate to the situation. Out of these great economic changes, 
therefore, there grew the world-famed Stock Exchange with all 
its machinery for the expeditious handling of the necessaries 
to the maintenance of man and beast not only within this cor- 
poration, but even in the confines of the more thickly popu- 
lated parts of this country. Out of these changing conditions 
also grew the necessity of maintaining supply houses under 


government supervision. In its natural time also there evolved 
the enormous industry represented by this intelligent audience. 


Not only is the canning industry for the expeditious hand- 
ling of a few products of the land, but it is absolutely neces- 
sary to maintain sanitary handling of fruits and vegetables and 
ali other products in large quantities. The American citizen 
is selective in his tastes, and is growing more so. He is not 
satisfied with delicious fruits in summer and grain and meat 
in winter. He desires palatable and yet perishable fruit in the 
season when it formerly would have been impossible to obtain 
them. Not only must the vagaries of his appetite be gratified, 
but his health must be preserved. Just as the increase in popu- 
lation of Chicago as noted above made it utterly impossible 
for a system of individual peddling to handle food stuffs with 
sanitation for that great municipality, so the increase in popu- 
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lation has resulted in a time when food stuffs of every sort, es- 
pecially those of perishable nature, cannot be handled in any 
other way than that which insures almost perfect freedom 
from disease. The canning industry in practice represents the 
highest that can be obtained in sanitary handling of fruits and 
vegetables. In the early days of the industry before the study 
of bacterial life revealed to science the necessary precautions 
which prevent disease being carried in canned material, ser- 
ious fault was found with canned foods. Science combined 
with practice has, to a large extent, eliminated these dangerous 
conditions, and has brought about a time when the canner of 
vegetables, fruits, etc., has shown that he is an economic factor 
in the maintenance of all modern civilized peoples. 

Being an economic factor, he is necessarily linked closely 
with all other fundamental factors to the maintenance of the 
race. His industry depends in the last analyses upon the pro- 
ductivity of the land. Fertility of the soil depends upon two 
great classes of conditions. First, the physical—or what might 
be termed the apparent—condition of the soil, and, second, the 
chemical—or hidden—condition of the soil. A fertile soil must 
be well drained so that water does not permanently fill the 
space between the crumbs of soil and stand upon its surface. 
The soil must also contain a large amount of vegetable or or- 
ganic matter, which knits together its component crumbs and 
acts as a sponge to hold the rains and snows of the seasons when 
no plants are growing upon it. The tiny seed requires moisture, 
air and heat to germinate. To these must be added sunlight 


‘and available plant food if the plant is to grow. 


The second great class or chemical condition of the soil 
is one to which a great amount of attention is being given at 
the present time. First of all the ground must be sweet in 
order that valuable plants will grow thereon. If the soil is 
found to be sour, the farmer should immediately loek to the 
draining off of all water that is upon it and should apply ground

limestone or lime in amounts not much less than a ton per 
acre. This lime or limestone will sweeten the soil and bring 
about proper conditions for plant growth. 

The plant feeds upon three kinds of food. One kind, which 
is its earliest food, goes largely to the vegetable growth of the 
plant, or the increasing of the length of stalk and leaf. This 
food makes the plant green. 

The second kind of food makes the stalk stiff, and when a 
vegetable or grain is formed it assists in filling the kernel or 
other fruit. 

The third kind of food hastens the ripening and maturing 
of the fruit or vegetable, and has to do largely with the num- 
ber of kernels, vegetables or fruits on the plant. 

These three kinds of food! are taken up when they are dis- 
solved in water and plant root juice. They rise through the 
roots into the branches and are even carried to the leaves, where 
under the action of sunlight they are manufactured into plant 
cells. If you look at your geranium plant with the use of a 
powerful glass (I refer to a magnifying glass, of course), you 
will find that the stalk is made up of plant cells which look like 
the bricks in a wall of your factory. These cells are manufac- 
tured in the way I have indicated. 

These different kinds of plant food referred to above are 
found in the soil. A soil specialist tells us that they are in 
available and unavailable forms. By this he means that these 
three kinds of plant food are found in two forms in the soil. 
In one form, the plant can make use of them, while in the 
other they are totally locked up from the plant. The farmer 
breaks down the soil and liberates some of this locked-up plant 
food by plowing the soil in the fall and leaving it in rough 
furrows throughout the winter, and by tifing it and working 
it down into condition in the spring he also liberates more of 
this locked-up plant food by adding lime, as above, and by 
adding vegetable matter in the shape of strawy manure, or green 


crops plowed under. The plant food in this vegetable matter 
has to wait for the action of the tiny forms of life in the soil, 
or bacteria to break it down before it is in such shape that the 
plant can make use of it. 

The canner or the farmer who is supplying the canner is 
much interested in this supply of plant food. He knows that 
not only does the quantity of crop which he can get from an 
acre depend upon the plant food that the plant can make use 
of, but so also does the quality of the fruit or vegetable. 

If his corn is yielding only half a crop of poorly formed, 
small ears, he looks immediately to the condition of the soil. 
If the soil is well drained and well tilled, and still is not pro- 
ductive, he is sure that the small crop is due to a shortage of 
some one, or all, of the three plant food constituents in the soil. 

The market gardener or the farmer growing material for 
the canner has long known the value of stable manure to over- 
come just such a condition as that mentioned above. Its value 
is not half appreciated by many farmers. Reliable investigators 
have found that a ton of average manure contains plant food 
worth from $2 to $8. This material, therefore, is well worth 
protecting from the rain and snow which wash out and waste 
the soluble plant food in it. 

Although manure is such a valuable asset to the growing 
of canning materials, it has its limitations. First of all, its limi- 
tation as to quantity. It is utterly impossible to locate a suffi- 
cient amount of manuge to supply all the demands. In the 
second place, the proportion of these three kinds of plant food 
in the average manure is not suitable for the best results on 


‘all crops. Hence the grower of garden truck and fruits has 


turned to the fertilizer industry for assistance. 

Fertilizers carry these three plant food constituents in a 
form suited to the different crops for which they are com- 
pounded. Or, to state it more plainly ,the farmer buys one 
kind of fertilizer which has been put together to suit the need 
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edge to two sides of the tooth. The Hopper 
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of potatoes, he buys a totally different fertilizer to apply to his 
apple and fruit trees, and still a third kind of fertilizer to apply 
to his beans and peas. ; 

* The salesman of this manufactured plant food speaks of the 
amount of nitrogen or ammonia, phosphoric acid and potash 
which his fertilizers contain. As explained above, the nitrogen 
has to do with the rapid and continued growth of the plant, 
phosphoric acid has to do with the maturing and filling of the 
fruit, while the potash determines the strength of stalk and 
effects the quality and flavor of fruit. In the eastern States 
the growers of corn have found it immensely profitable to sup- 
plement about 10 tons of good barn manure with the applica- 
tion of 600 to 800 pounds per acre of a high grade fertilizer 
carry about 3 per cent, nitrogen, 8 per cent. phosphoric acid 
and 4 per cent. potash. Where this was applied the ground was 
well prepared and the corn was carefully cultivated, with the 
result that these corn growers realized over 100 dollars per 
acre from the sale of corn ears, and had all the roughage to 
the good. A prominent eastern grower has gotten exceedingly 
good results from adding 800 to 1,200 pounds per acre of a fer- 
tilizer carrying about 4 per cent. nitrogen, 6 per cent. phos- 
phoric acid and 10 per cent. potash. Asparagus growers have 
been able to get most delicious and tender shoots after apply- 
ing 1000 to 2000 pounds of a fertilizer carrying about 4 per 
cent. nitrogen, 8 per cent. phosphoric acid and 10 per cent. 
potash. 

This question of feeding the plants is of special interest 
when one considers that not only the total yield, but the ten- 
derness and the deliciousness of the product depend very largely 
on the crop being forced in its growth as rapidly as is consistent 
with good quality. In order to keep up this continuous growth, 
and to obtain this superior quality, there must be a continuous 
supply of the right kind of plant food. 


Finally the feeding of growing plants is a business proposi- 
tion for the canner. If he can induce the grower to grow more 
and better crops on his land, he will have insured more raw 
material of a better quality for his business. The law of supply 
and demand is an ironbound rule that he cannot get away from. 
The American population is year by year calling for more canned 
foods of superior quality. The canners, must, therefore, in- 
crease their output. The growers of the raw materials must 
increase the productivity of the land. In short they must come 
back to the seven essential steps in modern crop growing, viz.: 

(1) Drain the soil. 

(2) Keep up the vegetable matter in it. 

(3) Give the soil good tillage. 

(4) Practice a cropping system. 

(5) Use seed of superior quality. 

(6) Conserve and use barnyard manure.

(7) Balance up the plant food in the soil and feed the 
growing crops with suitable fertilizers whose plant 
food is in such shape that the crops can make use 
of it.

SUGAR SUPPLY AND CONSUMPTION OF THE 
UNITED STATES, 1911. 


Sugar consumption in the United States in the calendar year 
1911 exceeded that of any earlier year. The total quantity con- 
sumed in continental United States was, according to the latest 
estimate of the Bureau of Statistics, Department of Commerce 
and Labor, 7,670 million pounds, or an average of 81.78 pounds 


per capita, against the former high record of 81.19 pounds per 
capita in the fiscal year 1907. 


These figures are official so far as relates to the quantity 
brought into continental United States during the calendar year 
from Hawaii, Porto Rico, the Philippines, and from foreign coun- 


tries. To this the Bureau has added the latest estimates of 
sugar produced in the country during 1911, and by subtracting 


say : ‘‘We don’t know how we got along without it. 
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the official figures of exports from the grand total of imports and 
domestic production, obtains a total of 7,670 million pounds, or 
practically 82 pounds per capita, as the indicated consumption 
of the calendar year 1911. Ten years ago, in the fiscal year 1901, 
the indicated consumption was 5% billion pounds, or 72 pounds 
per capital; twenty years ago, in 1891, 3% billion pounds, or 61 
pounds per capita; thirty years ago, in 1881, 214 billion pounds, 
or 43 pounds per capita; and forty years ago, in 1871, 1% billion 
pounds or 36%4 pounds per capita. 

This very large total consumption of sugar in the country in 
1911 accompanied an unusually heavy prdouction both in con- 
tinental United States and its sugar-producing islands, Hawaii, 
Porto Rico and the Philippines. The quantity brought from 
Hawaii, Porto Rico and the Philippines in 1911 exceeded n each 
case that of any earlier year, and the estimated production of 
beet sugar in the country in 1911 was the largest on record, 
though that of cane sugar was slightly below the average of 
recent years. While the quantity of sugar imported from foreign 
countries in 1911 fell somewhat below the figures of 1910, the 
aggregate of production in continental United States, production 
in the noncontiguous territories, and imports from foreign coun- 
tries exceeds that of any earlier year, while the quantity exported 
was smaller than in the immediately preceding year. 

The iport valuation of the sugar brought from foreign coun- 
tries in 1911 was, speaking in round terms, 90 million dollars; 
from the noncontiguous territories, 78 million; and the estimated 
value of that produced in continental United States, 90 million 
dollars. .The Bureau of Statistics estimates the duty paid on 
sugar imported from foreign countries in 1911 at 50 million 
dollars. 

One striking fact which comes to the surface in this study 
of sugar consumption in the United States is found in a com- 


parison of production and growth in production of cane and of 
beet sugar respectively. While exact figures of domestic produc- 
tion in 1911 have not yet been completed, the latest and best

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available estimate puts the production of beet sugar at 1,105 mil- 
lion pounds and that of cane sugar at 700 million pounds, the 
production of beet sugar thus exceeding that of cane by more 
than 50 per cent. Prior to 1907 the production of beet sugar was 
never as great as that of cane sugar. In 1901 the quantity of 
beet sugar produced was less than one-third that of cane; in 1906 
it nearly equaled that of cane; in 1907 it exceeded that of cane, 
and has continued greater in each year since that time, being in 
the year just ended, as above indicated, more than 50 per cent. 
in excess of the cane sugar produced. 

The quantity of sugar brought from Hawaii, Porto Rico and 
the Philippines has also increased greatly during the decade, that 
from Hawaii having been in 1901 but 695 million pounds, aganst 
1,136 million in the year just ended; and from Porto Rico, 163 
million pounds in 1901, against 654 million in 1911. From the 
Philippine Islands the increase has been especially rapid since 
the enactment of the present tariff law which permits the im- 
portation free of duty of limited quantities of Philippine sugar, 
and as a result the quantity of sugar imported from the Philip- 
pines in 1911 was 402 million pounds, against 218 million in 
1910, 108 million in 1909, and 103 million in 1908, the year im- 
mediately preceding the enactment of the existing tariff law. 

Approximately one-fourth of the sugar consumed in the 
United States is of domestic production, another one-fourth is 
brought from the noncontiguous territories, and the remainder 
from foreign countries, chiefly Cuba, from which the importa- 
tions in the calendar year 1911 were 3,193 million pounds out of 
a total of 3,732 million pounds from all foreign countries. The 
next largest foreign contribution to the sugar supply of the 
United States was the Dutch East Indies, 353 million pounds in 
1911. The contributions from our own islands were, as already 
indicated, from Hawaii, 1,136 million pounds; Porto Rico, 654 
million, and the Philippines, 402 million, and of sugar produced 
in continental United States, 1,105 million pounds from beets, 
and from cane, 700 million pounds, the figures of domestic being 
necessarily estimates.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


These are busy days with the supply men and the 
orders are coming thick and fast. 


There seems to be a strong drift towards tomato can- 
ning, and many new factories are being put up and old 
ones reopened. That means this is a time for careful 
thought on the part of all tomato canners. 


No one would be so foolish as to expect anything else 
than a repetition of the old, old story—high market prices 
followed by a glutted market the following year. This is 
the logical result, as judged by past years, and yet we have 
a right to look for a different result this year. 


If the growers can be induced to plant a sufficient 
acreage and at proper rates, giving a good season, there 
will be a heavy packing of tomatoes. But they are having 


trouble inducing the growers to this position, and no one 


can tell what the season will be. We can only note the 
effort that is being made to get up a big pack, and the 
careful packer will need no further warning. 


That there will be a considerable increase in the qual- 
ity of the pack is assured. This is not due to the elimina- 
tion of water from now on, because but a comparatively 
few resorted to this trick, the great bulk of the pack being 
put up without water by honest packers. But there will 
be considerably more care shown in the pack, which must 
result in improvement; and there has been a heavy selling 
of tomato canning machinery, the employment of which 
will enable the packer to turn out a better article. Many 
will pack now in sanitary cans, who previously used the 
‘*stud’’ hole cans. 


With the market supplied with a better article, the 
consumers will be better pleased and will eat more of them; 
so that it will take more to fill requirements. The normal 
increase under such conditions would have to be heavy, 
and it is a question if the intended pack will surpass this. 


The danger will not come from the old established 
packers, but from the beginners and the inexperienced. 
The makers of ‘‘Home Canning Outfits’ are busy in the 
field, and the number of such plants and the amounts of 
goods produced have grown to such an extent that they 
have a bearing upon the question. They cannot be entirely 
left out of the consideration. 


One of the western firms supplying these outfits gets 
out an elaborate catalogue, showing what purports to be a 
picture of their plant, which in point of size would make 
the Cambria steel works look like a tinker’s solder furnace 
in comparison, and holds up visions of easily made fortunes 
for every farmer through the establishment of a home 
cannery. 

For instance they quote one of the users uf their out- 
fits as saying: ‘‘Supposing a man has good soil and in- 
tends to grow five acres of tomatoes for a cannery at the 
railroad. He will do well to get 200 bushels per acre, or 
1,000 bushels in all, which he must pick and haul right to 
the factory, at 25c. per bushel or only $250 gross. Now if 
he has an outfit consisting, perhaps, $50 and a shed to 
work in, he and his family will fill with those same 1,000 
bushels of tomatoes 18,000 cans or 1,500 dozens. At goc. 
per dozen (the wholesale price this year) they -will bring 
$1,350 gross. The cans and supplies will cost him about 
$450, while $10 to $15 will cover fuel and gasoline (for 
soldering furnace) and all incidentals, leaving say $850 as 
the return for the year’s tomato crop, $600 more than the 
factory would pay him for fresh tomatoes. Figure it your- 
self, if $600 would be fair pay for the family’s six or eight 
week’s work.’’ 


That is the kind of alluring tale that is being spread 
among growers by these home cannery promoters, filling the 
grower’s mind with false visions of profits on the canner’s 
part, and making the grower discontented and determined 
to secure higher prices for his crops.

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Moreover, the goods produced in these home canneries 
are sold to the local storekeepers and in the aggregate 
amount to considerable. 


Bulletin No. 96, September, 1911, issued by the Bureau 
of Labor, Department of Commerce and Labor, Washing- 
ington, D. C., should be secured by all Maryland canners 
and carefully read. There are some matters contained 
therein which should have close attention and correction. 

Heretofore the business has been allowed to persue its 
own course without attention from the outside world; but 
now it has grown to such proportions that careful uote of 
it and its methods is being taken. Times change and men 
must change with them, and the quicker this is realized 
and acted upon the better for the industry. The same 
bulletin will be found of interest to California canners 
as well. 


When the business was in its infancy and composed of 
all manner of men and methods, not much could be ex- 
pected in the way of sanitary conditions and model plants. 
But it is now a full grown, lusty boy, at least, and atiract- 
ing the world’s attention, and as a consequence it must le 
dressed up. It might as well be recognized and plainly 
said, the day of the ramshackle cannery and slovenly 
methods has gone by forever, and the possessor of such an 
outfit may expect to be driven out of the business by the 
law. It is just as inevitable and just as easy of accomplish- 
ment as was the termination of skin and core pulp making, 


and by practically the same methods. It would be rather 
expensive to have an entire pack seized and condemned, 
but it is what may be expected during this coming season 
if the above referred to methods are permitted. 


And we are inclined to say that the average home 
cannery outfit on the average farm is in a fair way to be so 
treated, as well as the commercial canner of antique equip- 
ment and methods, for these goods are now in the eye of 
the public and receiving careful attention from the laws 
under which they must come, as do all other food products.

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Corn Products Company Strikes Sharp Blow at 
Jobbers’ Private Brands. 


The Corn Products Co., which controls both the glucose and 
the compound syrup market, has aroused enormous discussion 
among the wholesale grocery trade during the past few days by 
announcing that it would no longer pack private brands for 
jobbers or large retailers, or supply its syrup in bulk to be used 
for that purpose. ‘ 

The action was first taken in St. Louis, Mo., and was bitterly 
resented by the jobbers there. Almost immediately it was ex- 
tended to other sections of the country, and last Monday the 
following announcement was made to the Philadelphia trade as 
well as to that of practically all other sections: 

“Please be advised that effective immediately, the Corn Prod- 
ucts Refining Co. will discontinue packing private and all re- 
finery brands of syrup, and in future will offer only KARO syrup 
and special brands of sorghum molasses mixtures. 

“Should you require a small quantity of syrup under a 
brand other than KARO, they will be willing -to supply Golden 
Glory at the present difference in price now established. 

“As a result of the superior quality, the extensive advertis- 
ing and specialty work on KARO syrup, their sales of KARO 
now represent 80 per cent. of thier total syrup business. 

“It is unquestionably to the advantage of the wholesale 


grocer to carry only one brand of syrup instead of several, for 
in this way you may materially reduce your investment in corn 
syrup in tins. 

“Every effort will be made at all times to assure the whole- 


sale grocer a liberal margin of profit on KARO. 

“Our principls will be in better position to serve the inter- 
est of their customers by confining their syrup sales to the above 
brands, as this will enable them at all times to make fairly 
prompt shipments, as in the past a great number of private 


labels and semi-refinery labels have been the cause of delays and 
numerous mistakes. 

“We feel that this will now be avoided and the quality of 
KARO will be far superior to anything packed in the way of 
corn syrup in tins.” 

This action is of the greatest importance. As stated, the 
Corn Products Co. controls the market both for glucose and 
compound syrup, inasmuch as there is nothing like enough 
glucose made, outside of its own production, to supply the de- 
mand. It controls the compound syrup market through its con- 
trol of glucose, inasmuch as glucose forms the largest part of 
every compound syrup admixture. A large number of the job- 
bers have had private brands of syrup, and they must get these 
through the Corn Products Co. or not at all. There are a few 
independent glucose manufacturrs, but alone they could not 
begin to supply the demand, and besides this they will not under- 
sell the Corn Products Co, to any material extent. When the 
latter company advances they also advance. The Corn Products 
Co. could therefore, at any time it wished to, by advancing the 
price of glucose and keeping down the price of syrup, prevent 
jobbers from getting the raw material for their syrup (glucose) 
upon a basis which would enable them to compete with :,aro, 
even if the jobbers had the facilities for making their own 
syrup or havink it made, which they have not.—Grocery World.

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food for the population of the country. The spirit of the can- 
ners in raising $100,000, we believe is the right one. It is pre- 
sumed that this money will be used for advertising purposes. 
Perhaps a better descriptive term would be “publicity” purposes, 
as that word seems to have been incorporated in the avowed 
purposes of raising the fund. Furthermore, we think, assuming 
that the fund will be used to a great extent for securing pub- 
licity in the newspapers, the work of education with regard to 
canned goods and general exploitation of the industry can be 
best effectively carried out by the expenditure of a substantial 
sum with the newspapers, not so much the daily newspapers as 
the trade journals, and we think we have a good reason for 
making this suggestion. 

The trade papers are sincerely the friends of canned goods 
and the canned goods industry generally. The daily papers place 
sensations, such as alleged ptomaine poisoning, before every- 
thing else, and money spent with the daily papers would mostly 
be money wasted, for no amount of money would secure from 
the daily papers contradictory statements of sensational ar- 
ticles about ptomaine poisoning, and other incidents im which 
the fair name of canned goods is reflected upon. It has become 
quite the custom on the part of associations and large manu- 
facturers to maintain elaborate publicity bureaus, which are 
searcely less ambitious and far reaching than the Associated 
Press, for the purpose of securing free publication of such mat- 
ter as shall influence the public mind and the dealers of the coun- 
try in favor of an industry or a manufactured product. 

The action of the canned goods packers in supplementing 
their publicity bureau with a generous appropriation of money 
may well, we think, be emulated. It places them in a great 
deal better light than if they sought to secure the free publi- 
cation of matter which is nothing at all but an advertisement of 
the canned goods business. It may be represented in the guise 
of interest in health or of the public good in any broad way. 
The public health, of course, is a matter of vital importance 
to the newspapers and the trade journals, as well as to indi- 
viduals, but to pretend that the bureaus of the kind mentioned 
are philanthropic in any way, shape or manner, would be to 


try to maintain an absurdity. We believe that the canners have 


set the correct example in providing for a generous fund to be 
expended in connection with their publicity bureau.—‘New Eng- 
land Grocer.” 


CANNING ITEMS. 


Middletown, Del——It is said that the Mar-Del Canning 
Company, of Sudlersville, Md., has leased a tract of land at 
Armstrong’s Station, two miles north of Middletown and will, 
as soon as the weather permits, erect one of the largest 
tomato canning factories on the Peninsula. 

Blades, Del.—As soon as the weather will permit, it is 
said a canning factory will be erected at Blades, a village on 
the Nanticoke River, by J. E. Lloyd and Victor Moore. 

Winnsboro, S. C.—It is reported that the Southern Rail- 
way is interested in establishing a cannery at Winnsboro.

He is now largely engaged in the oyster 
and salt fish business, having two miles of the creek to him- 
self, and is adding the cannery to take care of the product 
from the one thousand acres in his farm.

The C. M. Hilliard Company has purchased a site 
fronting 41 feet on Main Street, just a square from Court 
House, 240 feet on Bessemer Railroad, and is by far the best 
location in Butler, Pa.

Milford, Del.— Before the canning season opens four new can- 
ning houses will be built near here—one-at Davis Landing on Cedar 
Creek by Capt. William and others; one at Ellendale by Harry Jester 
and Shannahan & DeBow and two others. 

Nassau, Del.—A canning factory will probably be erected on 
the site occupied by the one destroyed by fire last August. 

Seaford, Del.—Several local business men have formed a corpora- 
tion and will build a canning factory at Woodland, a little village on 
the Nanticoke river, three milles southwest of Seaford. 

Coopersville, Mich.—It is reported that a canning factory will 
be established by the E. P. Daggett Canning Co. at this place. The 
principal articles handled at first will be peas, lima beans and 
sweet corn. 

Welland, Ont.—The Dominion Canners, Ltd., who have a num- 
ber of factories in Canada, are locating one at Fonthill. 

Gettysburg, Pa.—The Musselman Canning Co., of Biglerville, 
has in contemplation the erection in the near future of a plant of 
similar size and capacity to their present factory either at Gardner’s 
Station or at Orrtanna. ‘ 


Watworth, Wis.—A canning factory to cost. upwards of $27,000 
is planned for this city and a large part of the required capital has 
already been subscribed for. 


SHORT-HOUR FOLKS READY TO ANSWER. 


The second of their battles before the Legislature will be 
fought tomorrow by the advocates of the 10-hour law for work- 
ingwomen, when the 10-hour law committee and the legal com- 
mittee go to Annapolis to appear before the Labor Committee of 
the House for their hearing. 

Isaac Lobe Straus, former Attorney-General of the State, and 
Charles J. Bonaparte, former Attorney-General of the United 
States, will discuss the legal aspects of the law. Drs. Charles 
O’Donovan, J. M. H. Rowland and Henry Barton Jacobs will dis- 


cuss the medical reasons for the law. If any men or women ap- 


pear as opponents of the law, Mr. Bonaparte will have charge of 
their examination. 

Strong opposition is expected from the canners of the State. 

Dr. Thomas H. Buckler, the chairman of the Ten-Hour Law 
Committee, says: 

“We are prepared to meet this opposition, but have nothing 
to say about the matter now.”
